serious problem. They have been given 
plenty of time to arrange matters, but have 
apparently proceeded on the theory that the 
government would be lenient and would 
make no attempt to enforce the law. The 
result is that the railroad officials, from 
president down to the humblest ewitchman, 
are likely to be put in a position where enor- 
mous fines may be assessed against them. 
The rate law, passed in 1906, forbade the 


krullroads carrying coal, iron, or other prod- 


wots they owned themselves except so far 
as such transportation was necessary to sup- 
ply the demands of the railroads themselves. 
This prohibition of the new law waa so rad- 
jeal that the rallroads were given until May 
1. 1908, to get rid of their prohibited prop- 
erties. 

Few, if any of them, seem to have paid 
any attention to this law. The result is that 
not only the railroads themselves, but every 
employé and agent who has any hand in 
transporting this prohibited freight becomes 
Hable to a fine which may reach $5,000 for 
every offense, and each new shipment is a 
peparate offense. 


At Mercy of Officials. 

It is a serious situation, and the raljroad 
men Who were at first inclined to laugh at 
it are now waking up to discover they will 
be at the mercy of every district attorney 
in the United States. so that, in the long run. 
the fine imposed by Judge Landis against the 
Standard On company will be nothing at all 
as compared to the revenue which might ac- 
erue to the United States from coal, tron, 
and similar commodities illegally hauled by 
the railroads. 

The law is one of the most drastic things

road managers are becoming so frightened 
over the situation that they will probably 
appeal to congress for relief by securing

Every Employe Held Liable. 

Section 10 of the interstate commerce law 
provides that “any carrier subject to the 
Provisions of this act, or when any such 
common carrier is a corporation, and a di- 
rector or officer thereof or any receiver, trus- 
tee, lessee, agent, or person acting for or 
employed by such corporation, who, alone 
or with any other corporation, company, 
person, or party, shall wilifully do or cause to 
be done, or shall willingly suffer or permit 
to be done any act, matter, or thing in this 
act prohibited or declared to be unlawful, or 
who shall aid or abet therein or shall will- 
‘Tully omit or fall to do any act, matter, or 
thing in this act required to be done, or shal! 
cause or willingly suffer or permit any act, 
matter, or thing so directed or required by 
this act to be done, not to be so done, or shall 
aid or abet any such omission or failure, or 
hall be guilty of any infraction of this act, 
or shall aid or abet therein, shall be deemed 


‘ ullty of misdemeanor, and shall, upon con- 


¥ietion thereof in any District court of the 
United States within the jurisdiction of 
which such offense was committed, be sub- 
vet to a fine of not to exceed $5,000 for each 


" offense.” 


These two laws are pretty stiff, as any one 
Can see by reading them carefully. The 
faliroad which owns a mine along its own 
fead and transports a pound of coal, except 
for its use, will be doing an unlawful act 
after May 1. Not only that, but every offi- 
celal of that road, from president down, be- 
comes liable to the same fine.

CITY WILL SOLVE 
PROBLEM OF LOOP 


Takes Matter Out of L Roads’ 


Hands and Decides to 
Hire Its Own Expert 
Engineers. 


‘AIMS FOR QUICK RELIEF. 


Through Routing of Trains Be- 
lieved to Be Best Method 
of Settling the Dif- 
ficulty. 


The council! committee on local tranaporte- 
tion determined yesterday to take the ques- 
tion of improving the lop into ite own 
harflis and work it out without outside ald or 
interference, 

It had asked the four L“ companies in- 
terested to furnish suggestions, but when 
they came in they practically all harked 
back to the one old proposition to lengi.en 
the station platforms, and, if needed, to ele- 
vate at grade crossings. 

But the committee was asking for more 
and new information. It hed heard this 
story before. So it voted authority to Chair- 


men Foreman to employ a competent en- 


gineer who should study the situation and 
advise with the committee what can and 
what cannot be done. Then it will devise 
its own plan and if the companies do not 
like it there are plenty of legislative “ big 
sticks’ lying around to persuade them to 
take a reasonable view of the situation. 


City to Work Out Ite Own Plan. 

“It has come to just this,“ said chatr- 
man Foreman. We have got to work out 
our own plan. The companies are practi- 
cally offering us nothing. They seem to 
have an idea that nothing can be done unleas 
it agrees with their special wishes. The 
Union Traction and Chicago City companies 
had that notion for a long time on the sur- 
face lines question, but they got over it 
eventually. 

What our plan will be none of us can 
say now. It is a matter in which engineer- 
ing advice will have to be had. But when 
it is formed the companies will have to pay 
attention to it, or there will be no elevated 
railroad legislation for some time to come. 
That can be set down for certain.“ 


Must Operate Through Trains. 
Rar Agent Hereley said the only solu- 
on o e problem is to operate through 
trains. 8 
The problem is serious,” he said, and 
the elevated railway companies should be 
forced to through route their trains. The 
2 of the platforms and the build- 
of s end terminals are but temporary 
makeshifts.’’ 


Mr. Hereley also said the com- 


panies should be forced to install a device 


to melt the snow and sleet from the tracks. 
He said such a device is in use in New York, 
and that sleet cutters were used by the 
street car companies. 


Views of Companies Presented. 

The communications sent in by the com- 
Panies varied some in details, but all m- 
sisted on the necessity of lengthening the 
platforms. For the Metropolitan “LL” 
President H. G. Hetzler reported the “ loop 
was ali right except during the rush hours,” 
and then there was trouble. He ascribed 
it to too short trackage on the loop, too short 
platforms, delay at grade crossings, and sta- 
tions too near to junction points. Remedy 
this and establish more stub end terminals 
and everything would be all right. 

“The Chicago and Oak Park company.“ 

said President Clarence Knight, “ desires 
the right to operate a portion of its trains 
to its Market street terminal, instead of being 
obliged to operate all the trains that pass 
eastwardly over the Lake street bridge to 
and around the union loop, as now required.” 


Weston for Separate Loops. 

President Charles V. Weston for the South 
Side L elaborated on the necessity of 
lengthening the platforms so they could each 
accommodate two six car trains at the same 
time. This he described as the first step 
which would have to be taken in the way 
of relief, describing it as “ essential to any 
plan of relief which can be devised for the 
relief of conditions under which elevated 
roads are working in the downtown district.” 

He advanced a theory of his own which 
he said he recognized would meet with al- 
most general popular opposition, and that 
was that the loop be divided into four quar- 
ters by the building of intersecting lings, 
north and south and east and west, and each 
elevated road be given one of these quarters 
for ita individual use, 

“The advisability of a separate loop for 
each road,” he said, considered from the 
operating point of view, has been urged often, 
but opposition to it bas been so strong and 
persistent that the railroad companies and 
the public have learned to look upon the 
proposition of making four loops within the 
present loop district as being quite impossi- 
bie of accomplishment. 

„Be that as it may, the fact remains that 
such an arrangement would provide the most 
efficient terminal within the present business 
district that could be created, and it would 
combine all the facilities for interchange of 
traffic between the different roads that are 
now offered by the present double treck 
loop.” 


Faint Hint at Through Routes. 

President Mason B. Starring of the North- 
western L. did give a hint at through 
routes ag a possible solution, but it was a 
faint one. After in his turn advocating the 
lengthening of the platforms as the most 
important thing to be done, Mr. Starring 
wrote: 

“Whether the next step following plat- 
form extension is the removal of the direct 
interference of one train with another at 
grade crossings by elevating one track over 


another at the proper point or whether the 


best results can be accomplished by through 
routing, if the latter is practicable, are mat- 
ters upon which engineers differ and upon 
which those employed by this company are: 
still figuring. Therefore I am not prepared 
to make any definite statement theretp.”’ 

He followed with the statement his road 
would be badly put out soon by the building 
of a new bridge at Wells street, and wanted 
another river crossing east of that point. He 
asked also for passage of the ordinance al- 
lowing the road to build a stub end terminal 
in North Water street.

LAST WORDS A MERCY PLEA. 


Victim Thrice Accused of Murder, but 
Each Time Acquitted. 


Jackson, Ky., Feb. 6—-{Special.)—The 
biblical passage, Whoso sheddeth man's 
blood, by man shall his blood be shed.“ was 
exemplified today when James Hargis, feud 
leader, accused of complicity in many mur- 


The murdered man's last words were an ap- 
peal for mercy. 

Breathitt county, in which James Hargis 
lived, became a political power, and roge to 
the office of county judge, was known 
throughout the country as ™ bloody 
Breathitt.“ because of the loss of life con- 
nected with the Hargis-Cockrill feud. The 
man who fell today a victim of his own son's 
pistol had for twelve years led one of the 
bloodiest of bloody Kentucky feuds. He had 
been tried for three murders, but escaped 
punishment. It never was charged that 
James Hargis himself pulled the trigger that 
meant the death of his enemy, but men have 
confessed that they were paid by him to do 
the work. Three murders have been traced 
directly to his door, but his influence was so 
great that the barrier could not be torn 
away. 


Slain in His Own Store. 

Hargis fell in his own store—a store in 
which the state has charged plots have been 
hatched that cost no less than three lives. 

It was 8:30 o'clock this afternoon when 
Beach Hargis entered his father’s store, 
which was crowded with customers, and, 
like the assassins who have wiped from the 
face of the earth his father’s enemies, made 
sure of his victim by firing five shots, four 
bullets taking effect in his parents body. 
Hargis fell dead, and clerks and patrons 
fied in a panic. 

The younger Hargis had been on a protract- 
ed spree and some days ago his father admin- 
istered a thrashing. The chastisement was 
the cause of the murder today, the son hav- 
ing continued his debauch, nursing his re- 
sentment until his father again upbrakied 
him for his condition. The son drew a pistol 
and fired three shots. 

** Meroy, mercy, you've killed me,” ap- 
pealed the elder man, as he lay on the floor. 
Young Hargis’ answer was to fire two more 
bullets into his parent's prostrate body. 


Son Raves Like a Maniac, 
Young Hargis wae arrested by Coran 
Smith, the town marshal, and Grover Blan- 
ton and placed in jail. He was raving like 
a maniac and the officers were compelled 
to drag him to jail. 


History of the Feuds. 

The worst stories of vendetta that have 
come out ef Corsica or Sicily have been 
rivaled by the Hargis-Cockrill feud, which 
wes carried on with such ferocity, persist- 
ence, and fatality that the entire country 
has wondered how such things could be in 
a civilized land, 

Many theories have been advanced as to 
the cause of the Hargis-South-Cardwell feud, 
which made bloody Breathitt bloodier 
than it had ever been before. Politics, love, 
ambition—all have been spoken of; and, in 
truth, all are included, but it seems to be 
recognized that this war, which has cost 
thousands of dollars to the state, thousands 
more to innocent persons, and more than 
three score lives, really came about in a little 
matter of market gardening rivalry. Then 
came the political rivairy, which added to the 
fury of the feud and increased the death list. 


“gun play.” Ben Hargis fell dead and the 
war was on. 
Er Cockril! claimed that he had killed 


Ben Hargis in self-defense. 


Dr. Coxm’s Murder the First. 

The first murder came in the fall of 1902, 
Dr. B. D. Cox had moved to Jackson 
in recent years and married a near relative 
of the Cockrills. He was the guardian of the 
infant Cockrill children, including Tom, who 
killed hargis. Returning from a profes 
sional call one night, Dr. Cox was slain. 

John Smith, John Abner, and others were 
arrested. Smith and Abner weakened, and 
it was asserted that Judge Hargis hired them 
to kill Dr. Cox. Jim Cockrill was the town 
marshal, His activity revived the enmity 
toward him. He was the next victim, fall 
ing in Jackson street under the unerring 
fire of his enemies or their paid assassins. 


Assassination of Marcum. 

Then came the murder that created the 
greatest sensation of all—the assassination 
of James B. Marcum, at one time a federal 
attorney. 


One morning in May, five years ago, Mar- , 


cum went to the courthouse in Jackson to 
transact some business. He was standing 
at the door of the courthouse, talking to 
Capt. Ewen, afterwards noted as a witness, 
when a shot rang out. Marcum staggered 
from the steps and fell dying, but the as- 
sassin stepped up and, to make sure, shot 
him again through the back of the head. The 
assassin was Curt Jett, the wild dog,” who 
has since confessed his part in this tragedy, 
and who was accused of the others. He and 
Tom White are now serving life sentences in 
the penitentiary. 

Judge Hargis had just disposed of the 
last of the numerous cases in which he had 
been invelved by his connection with the 
Hargis-Cockrill feud, when he paid a check 
of more than $11,000 to Mrs. Marcum. Mrs. 
Marcum had sued Judge Hargis and others 
for $100,000, alleging that they caused the 
death of her husband. 


STEALS GRAIN FOR CHICKENS, 


Julius Karohoreck, 2712 Keeley 
Street, Secures Release from Cus- 
tedy on His Unique Plea. 


Julius Karohoreck, arrested for stealing 
grain from a car, secured his release in the 
Juvenile court when he informed Judge Tut- 
hill that he had stolen to keep his six chick- 
ens from starving.

Keeley street.

ROOSEVELT IN ANANIAS CLUB 


Declares Himself Champion Box- 
er, but Records Say No. 


BEATEN IN HARVARD BOUT. 


President's Own Letter Shows He 
Claimed to Have Won. 


Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 6.—[Special.)—The 
Cosmopolitan magazine for November, 1907, 
printed a facsimile of an autograph letter 
written by President Roosevelt when he was 
an agsemblyman at Albany. The letter was 
dated May 1, 1884, and written on the as 
sembly chamber | dead. 

Among other things Mr. Roosevelt wrote: 

„I was born in New York Oot. 27, 1858; my 
father of old Dutch Knickerbocker stock; my 
mother, a Georgian, was descended from the 
revolutionary governor, Bulloch. I was grad- 
uated at Harvard in 1880; in college I did fair- 
ly in my studies, taking honors in natural 
history and political economy; am fond of 
sparring, being a champion lightweight at 
one time. Have published sundry papers 
in ornithology, either of my trips to the 
north woods or around my summer home on 
the wooded broken shore of northern Long 
Island.“ 


Records Prove Him Incorrect. 

Mr. Roosevelt's assertion in his autograph 
letter that he was “ champion lightweight at 
one time is disputed by members of his 
class and by the athletic records of Harvard 
university. 

William Hooper, treasurer of the Boston 
Elevated railroad, class of 80, and head of 
the Harvard Athietic-association while he 
was in college, said: 

„ Roosevelt never gras lightweight cham- 
pion of Harvard. He made a mistake when 
he wrote this. He never sparred but once, 
That was in 1879, when he was defeated hy 
Charles Stedman Hanks, 79. Of course he 
may have sparred privately, but what 1 
mean is he only boxed once at a champlop- ' 
ship meeting held by the association,” 

Col. William A. Gaston and others of the 
class of 80 confirmed Mr. Hooper's state- 
ment. Hanks, who bested Roosevelt, is the 
same person denounced some time ago by 
the president for his utterances on railroad 
matters. 

Files of the Harvard Crimson and the Har- 
ward Advocate at the Harvard Ubrary for 
the years 1876 and 1880 have only one men- 
tion of Mr. Roosevelt’s name in reports of 
the athletic meetings. 

Report in the Advocate. 

The Advocate of March 28, 1879, has the 
most complete account. The Advocate says: 

„For lightweight sparring there were AK 
entries.

Messrs. C. 8. Hanks, 79 [138], and J. J, 
Thomsen, "80 [138]; W. W. Coolidge, 79 
[133%], and Theodore Roosevelt, 80 1188];

„In the rat bout Mr. Hanks won. The 
second bout, between Mr. Coolidge and Mr.

“Mr. Hanks was then paired with Mr. 
Roosevelt and a spirited contest followed, in 
which Mr. Hanks succeeded in getting the 
best of his opponent by his quickness and 
power of endurance, 

“ Next came the final bout in lightweight 
sparring between Mr. Hanks and Mr. Cush- 
ing. The former, though suffering from pre- 
vious exertions, made the contest lively, and 


numerous blows were given by both men, 
who were loudly applauded. Mr. Hanks was 


awarded the championship.”

SUIT SHEDS LIGHT 


ON BANK AFFAIRS. 


Row of Jackson Concern 
Stockholders Leads to an | 
Attack on Joy Morton. 


BOTH SIDES ARE BITTER. 


Defendant Alleged to Have Made 
False Representations to 
Obtain Money. 


The litigation directed against Joy Morton 
and his fellow directors in the Jackson Trust 
and Savings bank was revealed yesterday as 
the culmination of a row among the stock- 
holders over the division of the remaine of 
that ill fated institution. It was established 
that the Railway Exchange bank, the suc- 
cessor of the defunct concern, is in no way 
affected by the litigation. 

The eight stockholders who started the 
sult for an accounting and the defendant 
directors spent the day exchanging charges 
and counter charges of bad faith and fraud. 
Morton was accused of attempting to un- 
load $212,314 of worthless securities on in- 
nocent stockholders. 

On the other hand, the complaining stock- 
holders were characterized by the Morton fac- 
tion as pikers who thought they were 
getting in on a good thing when they bought 
their stock at par, but now are unwilling to 
shoulder their obligations. 

Mr. Morton was out of the city, and his 
secretary, Daniel Peterkin, did the talking 
for his employer and the other defendant 
directors, B. F. De Muth, William Morrison, 
and L. T. Dickason. Attorney Harrison 
Musgrave represented the complainants, 
Frederic F. and John V. Norcross, Leverett 
Thompson, James K. Sebree, J. A. Sim, T. F. 
Donovan, J. R. Short, and R. D. Salisbury. 


Important Question at Issue. 


The court will be asked to determine 
whether the $212,318 advanced to the bank 
to save it from disaster was a purchase price 
for the bad securities or merely a loan to tide 
the institution over its difficulties. It it was 
an outright purchase Morton and his asso- 
clates will be compelled to stand the loss, but 
if it was a loan the complaining stockholders 
will be required to contribute about $22,000 
of the amount. 

“When the Creelman fallure involved the 
Jackson Trust and Savings bank and ex- 
posed the nature of some of its loans Mr. 
Morton came forward to save the bank and 
his own business reputation,” said Attorney 
Musgrave. He and his fellow directors 
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Judge James Hargis, leader of the Hargis faction of the Breathitt county Kr. 
feudists, was shot and killed in his general store at Jackson, Ky., yesterday by cai 
gon, Beach. The killing is supposed to have resulted from a quarrel over the young 


man's drinking habits. 
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were responsible for the presence of worth- 
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less securities in the bank. 

The worthless securities were taken out 
of the bank and replaced by good money. 
Then Mr. Morton issued a statement to the 
stockholders, the depositors, and the public 
at large announcing what had been done. 


This restored confidence, and the run on the 


bank ceased. 
“A few months later th® bank went out 


of business. On the last day of its existence 


Morton and his fellow directors caused the 
bank to refund the $212,318 and take back the 
bad securities. 

Mr. Musgrave asserted it was the distinct 
understanding that Morton had made a bona 
fide purchase of the securities, and that there 
was no agreement that he should be reim- 
bursed by the bank. 


Morton’s Side Makes Statement. 


The Morton side of the controversy was 
presented in this statement, signed by Di- 
rectors Peterkin, De Muth, and Morrison and 
Attorney Elmer H. Adams: 

The liquidation of the assets of the Jack- 
son Trust and Savings bank is proceeding 
under the full approval of oven 90 per cent, of 
its stockholders and of the state auditor. 
The stockholders bringing the present guit 
own less than 10 per cent of the stock of.the 
bank and most of them bought their stock on 
ill advised information after the bank had 
got into trouble, perhaps with the idea that 
they would benefit and profit through the 
action of Mr. Morton and his associates, 
who, at considerable personal sacrifice, had 
provided the money with which to pay all 
depositors in full. 

“ Their chagrin at their failure to profit by 
the action of others and their inabilty to 
force those others to buy their stock at a 
high price is undoubtedly the basis for the 
present suit, which in itself is unimportant 
and is simply a rehash of a similar suit filed 
some time ago by the owner of ten shares of 
stock and which was dismissed.” 


False Representations Alleged. 


Attorney Musgrave's rejoinder to this sally 
was that five of his eight clients had owned 
stock in the bank before the scandal de- 
veloped 

But attracted by Morton’s letter to the 
stockholders in which he described how he 
had put the bank on its feet three others 
bought stock and one of the old five bought 
more stock,” sald Mr. Musgrave. These 
persons came into the bank upon false repre- 
sentations.”’ 


GRAND JURY INVESTIGATION 
FOR MICHIGAN TREASURER. 


Judge Instructs Inquisitorial Body to 
Ascertain if Glazier Has Used Office 
for Personal Gain. 


Mason, Mich., Feb. 6—[{Special.}]—Investi- 
gation of the transactions of former State 
Treasurer Frank P. Glazier was begun by 
the grand jury at Mason today. 

Judge Wiest asked the jury to ascertain 
whether the state treasurer in selecting de- 
positories for state money and in making 
deposits had turned the affairs et the state 
in any manner to his pecuniary advantage, 
and whether he made loans in banks in 
which he was a controlling factor. 

It was pointed cut that officers have no 
right to use their positions of trust for pri- 
vate gain, and that i®@the state treasurer has 
done so, he has broken a trust and diverted 
the money of the state to hisown pocket. In 
such case, it was said, he may be held ac- 
countable for embezzlement. 

Reference was made to the binder twine 
bill before the last legislature, and the jury 
was directed to investigate and determine 
whether any one hed made an attempt to 
defeat and hinder legislation by the commis- 
sion of any crime in the county.

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GIRL SWINDLER Is PITIED 


Prosecution of Estella Taylor 
Marked by Unusual Leniency. 


COURT WILL DECIDE TODAY. 


Strong Evidence Given to Prove Young 
Woman’s Mind Deranged. 


Estella Taylor, Minneapolis coed and em- 
bryo lawyer, was placed on trial yesterday 
before Justice Boyer of Evanston on charges 
of passing worthless checks, She underwent 
what was perhaps one of the most remarka- 
ble preliminary hearings either Chicago or 
Evanston ever has had. 

She admitted her guilt readily, but made 
statements while on the stand which only 
strengthened the presumption of an unset- 
tled mind which formed in the testimony pro- 
cured in her favor by her counsel one of the 
features of the trial. 

For nearly seven hours, with only a short 
recess at noon, the taking of testimony and 
arguments of counsel continued, and so com- 
plicated did matters become and so great was 
the doubt raised as to the real responsibility 
of her acts that Justice Boyer reserved his 
Gecision until d o’clock this morning. 

Four Evanston witnesses identified her as 
the person for whom they had cashed worth- 
less checks, but they showed the utmost con- 
sideration for the girl in her strange plight, 
as did also the prosecuting police witnesses, 
the prosecuting attorney, and others who 
might have been expected to deal harshly 
with her. 

Girl Tells Her Life Story. 

Miss Taylor was put upon the stand and 
questioned by Charles G. Neely, her counsel. 
She told the story of her life since the time 
when she was 2 years old when she was given 
away by a heartless mother. 

When did the thought first come to you 
to write out the worthless checks? Mr. Neely 
asked. 

J don’t know,“ she answered. “I can’t 
remember the first check or what prompted 
it. An insane desire to experiment with it, to 
play with fire, came over me at sometime. I 
didn’t need the money because if I had needed 
it there was $600 in the safe in Galesburg 
the night I left which I never touched. Some 
impelling force dragged at me and was 
stronger than my will or my reason.”’ 

She told of making an aimless trip to Evans- 
ton on a railroad train and of finding in the 
car five blank checks which a man had 
dropped. 

„ walked around for a while and then 
went intoa drug store to get some chocolate,“ 
she went on. There I saw a pen and the 
idea came to fill out the checks. I made them 
out standing at the counter and when I went 
out I walked around and went into stores 
haphazard cashing them.“ 


Sticks to False Statements. 


Miss Taylor was submitted to a severe 
cross «xamination to prove that these ob- 
viously false statements were only her 
imaginings. Her guilt she admitted with- 
out a question, but it was not possible to 
make her admit that she got the checks at 
the Annex, as she did the previous one which 
she passed six weeks earlier in Chicago. 

J. J. Cassell of Minneapolis, uncle of the 
young woman, testified that he had come to 
the conclusion a year ago that her mental 
state was unbalanced. 

Dr. E. D. Kelly of Evanston testified that 
he had treated Miss Taylor for neuralgia 
three times since her arrest. 

On my first visit to her,“ he said, “when 
I went expecting to find a bold and possibly 
hardened woman, I was struck by the out, 
ward symptoms of mental unsoundness 
which she displayed.“ 

In his closing speech for the defense, Attor- 
ney Neely said: 

In the case of my client it has been shown 
that until her mental peculiarities weresno- 
ticed she had a character as beautiful as any 
we know of. It is igconceivable that from 
the heights of purity she should suddenly 
have dropped into wickednese without an un- 
settling of the mind. She is not mentally 
sound and is not responsible for her acts.” 

More than 200 persons stood during the en- 
tire day, packing the courtroom to suffoca- 
tion.

Private Banker Unable’ to Ex-

QUESTIONS MAKE HIM ANGRY 


Declares Interest in Island of- Padre 
Is Worth $500,000.

The statement made by Archie C. Tisdelle, 
owner of the defunct private bank at 04 La 
Balle street, that his arrest last December 
caused a $30,000 run on his bank, precipitat- 
ing hie ruin, was contradicted by the banker's 
own books yesterday during his hearing be- 
fore Referee if Bankruptcy Sidney C. East- 
man. 

Mr. Tisdette Was arrested on the charge of 
swindling Mrs. Mary Jane Horan, a widow, 
out of some $1,700, and was acquitted of the 
charge. When the notes signed by Mrs. 
Horan were brought into the case on Tues- 
day, Mr. Tisdelle caused a scene by charg- 
ing Julius Timm, a friend of Mrs. Horan, 
with ruining him financially. 

In course of the hearing Mr. Tisdelle 
startled his inquisitors by declaring that his 
interest in the island of Padre, off the coast 
of Texas, is worth $500,000. The attorneys 
for Receiver Niblack regard the interest as 
another gold brick—not the only one con- 
tained in the Tisdelle assets. 

However it was agreed between Attorneys 
James Rosenthal and John J. Symes, for 
the receiver, and Attorney Jacob Ringer, 
representing Mr. Tisdelle, that the island 
claim will be investigated. In the mean- 
time the whereabouts of W. F. Brink, who 
turned over the island deed to Tisdelle, is 
the most mysterious angle to the case. 


Tisdelle Is Angry. 

Mr. Tisdelle showed more life yesterday 
than at previous hearings. While he con- 
tinued to declare “I don't know,” at times 
he became wrathy. Im reply to Attorney 
Rosenthal's pressing questions at one time 
Mr. Tisdelle flared up: 

“TI told you I do not know. What do you 
think I am, a walking encyclopedia? You 
have everything I've got. What more do you 
want? Do you want me to manufacture you 
some property? Instead of being here Lought 
to be allowed to work and get things straight- 
ened out to pay my creditors.’ 

“You are here to help us do just that 
thing, returned Attorney Rosenthal 

„Well, you can’t do it.’ 

It does look doubtful, replied the attor- 
ney, jestingly.

The banker’s fine span of roan driving 
horses and numerous turnouts which are 
familiar figures on the north side boulevarde 
are not an asset of the bank. 

“I gave them to my wife for a wedding 

resent,” he said. 

The banker's accounts show that his young 
wife drew as high as $400 a month out of 
the bank.

SAY ROBES WILL ADD DIGHITY. 


Judges Think the Wearing of 
Gowns Should Create Respect. 


JUSTICE OLSON OPPOSES IX. 


Esteem of Foreigners Will Be Secured, 
Asserts A. C. Barnes. 


Judges of the Superior and Circuit courts 
yesterday expressed themselves in favor of 
adopting robes for the judiciary of Cook 
county. Most of the jurists took the posi- 
tion that the wearing of robes by the judges 
would surround the courts with a degree of 
dignity and serve to enhance respect for the 
law. 

Chief Justice Harry Olson was inclined to 
oppose the wearing of robes by Municipal 
court judges. He pointed out that judicial 
wisdom and integrity depended upon the 
character of the occupant of the bench, and 
not upon any outward symbol in the shape 
of a long, black robe. 

One of the strong points in favor of robes 
was brought out by Judge Albert C. Barnes 
of the Superior court. He said robes would 
tend to create wholesome respect for the 
courts and for law and order among foreign 
born citizens who have come from countries 
where the courts and the judiciary are sur- 
rounded by greater solemnity than in the 
United States. 


Would Impress Foreigners. 


“ Personally, I should prefer not to wear 
robes,” said Judge Barnes. “ There is in 
this country a large class of foreign born 
citizens: who lose respect for the law by see- 
ing the tlipshod methods in our courts. The 
wearing of robes would tend to create a re- 
spect for the courts among these people. 
If we were all educated, intelligent, and in- 
tellectual, I presume there would be no need 
of symbols, but outward signs and tokens 
of authority and dignity are absolutely neces- 
sary to impress some people. I favor adopt- 
ing robes for these reasons.” 

“ Robes would increase the dignity of court 
procedure,” said Judge Ben M. Smith of the 

rior court. “I favor wearing robes if 
all the judges will agree to doso. I should 
be governed in the matter by public opinion. 
If the community is in favor of seeing the 
judges in robes on the bench, then it fs right 
that the judges should adopt the custom.” 


Could Tell Judge from Clerk. 


„ am in favor of wearing robes,” said 
Judge Axel Chytraus. “The gowns will add 
solemnity to the courts and gerve to distin- 
guish judges from clerks and bailiffs. Our 
courts have been too loosely conducted in 
the past. We need to surround the bench 
and the judiciary with all the dignity and 
solemnity we ban, consistent with American 
institutions and with common sense. There 
is nothing that is more conducive to respect 
for the lew in European countries than the 
solemnity with which the courts are sur-

FIRST TO AID HER HUSBAND. 


Injured Man’s Friends Also Submit to 
Grafting Operation.

“You have just got to be brave, and it 
hurts, but-one never cares about those little 
things when they remember they are doing 
something for one they love,“ said Mra, 
Eitel at the North Chicago hospital, where 
her husband is a patient. 


Frightened, but Determined. 

„I am so glad Dr. Heck, who performed 
the operation, took the first skin to be used 
from my arms. I just had to do my share, 
you know, towards making my husband 
well. Yes, I was frightened a little. Any 
woman would have been. Robert was un- 
conscious from ether when I walked into the 
operating room. Everything was so white 
and clean and the knives glistened so. I 
trembled all over, but I was determined not 
to give up. 

‘Then a surgeon told me to sit down in a 
chair and my arm was sterilized. He took 
a big hypodermic syringe and shoved the 
needie into the arm. He did that two or 
three times until th@ skin became numb. 
Then another doctor took a knife and sliced 
the euticle off. It hurt awfully, but I didn’t 


care. 

„They laid the pieces of skin on Mr. Eitel's 
wounded leg. When my arm was dressed 
1 was sent out of the room and the other 
men came in. In all forty long strips of skin 
were transplanted.”

Sentiment for Local Option. 

A glance at the territory in the state that 
is p ring to avall itself of the privileges 
of the local option measure demonstrates 
that there is today an overWhelming senti- 
ment pverywhere for local option. In my 
districE—the counties of Ford, McLean, De 
Witt, Logan, Tazewell, Mason, Macon, Shel- 
by, Christian, Fayette, Cumberland, Mont- 
gomery, Macoupin, Greene, Jersey, Pike, 
Adams, Brown, Schuyler, and Sangamon— 
there will be a vote in practically every 
township. I am confident that out of 850 
townships 825 will vote. These conditions 
are not the result of hothouse methods of 
organization; they represent substantial and 
permanent public sentiment. It is well 
known what the results of the election Nov. 
5 were and how sweeping. I went through 
that campaign, and I am satisfied that sen- 
timent now, in the territory that will vote in 
April, is just as widespread as it was in the 
counties that voted Nov. 5.

LOCAL OPTION PLEA TO HOUSE. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 6—Representa- 
tives of the prohibition party, the Anti-Sa- 
loon League of America, the Woman's 
Christian Temperance union, the Presbyter- 
fan church, the United Presbyterian church. 
and other Christian organizations appeared 
today before the house committee on the ju- 
diciary to urge a favorable report on one or 
more of the bills introduced to protect 
“dry” local option districts from receipt 
of interstate as well ag intrastate shipments 
of liquor; that is, to bestow the right of bor- 
der line confiscation of liquors shipped to 
destinations within prohibition districts. 

The Rev. 8. E. Nicholson of Harrisburg, 
Pa. legislative superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon League of America, and state su- 
perintendent of the Anti-Saloon League of 
Pennsylvania, spoke for those org@niza- 
tions; Prof. Charles Scanlon of Pittsburg 
for the Presbyterian church, Finley Hen- 
drickson of Cumberland, Md., for the pro- 
hibition party, and Mr. Ray of Pennsylvania 
for the United Presbyterian church.

SAYS CLIMATE OF CHICAGO 
SOON RUINS FRAME HOUSES. 


Building Expert Mace Gives Startling 
Testimony in Suit to Condemn 
erty for Small Park. ; 


“Chicago has the worst climate in the 
world for disintegrating buildings. Not only 
that, but Chicago people cannot be satisfied 
with the same style of a building more than 
twenty-three years 

These two assertions were made yesterday 
in condemnation proceedings brought by the 
south park commissioners to acquire forty- 
one lots for an addition to the small park at 
Forty-sixth street and Princeton avenue. 

The life of a frame building is only twen- 
ty-five years,“ said Building Expert Alfred 
C. Mace, one of the witnesses. He was re- 
ferring to a frame dwelling that the park 
commissioners had valued at $085. This was 
35 per cent less than it cost twenty years ago. 
Mr. Mace thought it was a good offer. 

Attorney Francis O’Shaugnessy, represent- 
ing the property owner, a widow, replied that 
a frame house that George Washington lived 
in has stood for 200 years and is in good 
preservation now. 

“But it wouldn't stand the Chicago cll- 
mate, which is the worst in the world for all 
sorts of buildings,”’ Mr. Mace said. “ Builld- 
ings only last a few years in Chicago on ac- 
count of their architectural conditions. No- 
body here is satisfied long with the same 
style of a house or a business block. The 
average life of a downtown building on that 
account is just twenty-three years“ 

The park commissioners are trying to get 
the forty-one lots for something like $60,000. 
The property owners claim that k is worth 
double that amount.

“The new organization will proceed under 
plans similar to those of the Committee of 
Twelve that exterminated the white siave 
traffic in New York City several years ago 
under the leadership of the t prose- 
cuting attorney of New York, Wiliiam F. 
Jerome,” said Attorney Roe. “ There is an 
excellent opportunity for such an organtsa- 
tion to accomplish much good in Chicago, 
The laws covering these cases are about 
as good as no laws at all. 

“The most conspicuous flaws in the pres- 
ent law, which is 57, B and E. Chap. 38,’ 
Hurd’s revised statutes, are that it requires 
proof of ‘false pretenses; that the girl in 
question previous to being enticed into the 
house ‘ was of chaste life and conversation,’ 
that she was ‘ unmarried,’ and, regarding 
those brought from out of the state, that 
théy be ‘ under eighteen years of age.’ 

Many Loopholes in Laws. 

“The defendants usually can hide behind 
some one of these teehnicalities. The pro- 
posed new law will.annul these and provide 
further that the procurers of women also 
can be convicted. It also will cover the 
debt system that is used by many resort 
keepers for holding girls in open slavery.” 

A proposed law, known as the Abraham 
bill, directed against the white slavekeepers, 
was defeated in the last legislature. It wae 
championed by Deaconess Lucy Hall. 


SHOT DOWN AFTER QUARREL 
OVER ALLEGED WHITE SLAVE. 


Fellippe Catalipo Is Arrested After 
Wounding of Calvi Fortunato, Who 
Purchased Woman Taken from Italy. 


Calvi Fortunato, owner of a barber shop 
at 365 Clark street, was shot and seriously 
wounded yesterday while in the saloon of 
Baptiste Fizzi, 407 Clark street. The po- 
lice shortly afterward arrested Fellippe 
Catalino, proprietor of a saloon at 17 Polk 
street. The two men quarreled over two 
women, it is said, and the shooting fol- 
lowed. 

Fortunato had been found in the rear of 
Fizzi's saloon by the bartender, J. Belfino, 
after the latter had heard five shots fired 
and the rear door slam. 

The victim, who was wounded in the right 
side and left thigh, was taken to the Chi- 
cago Emergency hospital.

Asunto Catalino, who said she had been 
living with Catalino as his wife, told the 
police that the man had deserted his family 
in Italy seven monthe ago, bringing her and 
another young Itallan woman to Chicago.

Letter from His Sister, an Italian

Sage from the Italian minister of foreign 
affairs dated Rome was received today by 
Consul Schiaffino stating that Ernest Doug- 
las, @ mysterious foreigner who was found 
mufdered on Jan. 16 in his room, was in 
reality the Count Henrico Douglas Scotti, 
a member of an Italian noble family.

Vision of Death Stills Merriment 
‘of Youths in Austin. 


—— 


OAR STRIKES AN AMBULANCE 


Doctor and Two Policemen Hurt When 
Hurled to Street. 


A vision of sudden death stilled the merri- 
ment of a sleighing party of twenty-two Oak 
Park high school students last night, when 
their conveyance was partly wrecked by an 
elevated train. Though all were thrown to 
the street, only one pleasure seeker, Storey 
Stevens, 601 North Cuyleravenue, Oak Park, 
was injured. 

The accident occurred as the sleigh was 
crossing the Chicago and Oak Park Elevated 
railroad tracks near the Austin avenue sta- 
tion shortly after 8 o’olock im the evening. 

The train, west bound, had stopped at the 
Austin avenue station and then. started 
again, when the driver of the sleigh attempt- 
ed to cross the tracks before the train could 
get up speed. While the rear of the sleigh 
was still om the rails, the motor car struck it, 
hurling the sleigh out of its path and spilling 
the ocgupants into the snow. 


Snow Saves Many from Injury. 


All with the exception of Stevens escaped 
injury by falling on banks of snow. Stevens 


Was thrown on a stretch of ice and suffered 


his injuries from this fall. His back was 
bruised, but he returned to his home unaided. 
The horses attached to the sleigh took fright 
and ran away. Later they returned to the 
livery stable of A. A. Knapp, 441 North 
boulevard. where the sleigh had been rented 
by Stevens. 

Although shaken up by their fall, none of 
the members of the eleighing party remained 
near the scene until the arrival of the police, 
but returned to their homes, and their names 
could not be learned. 

According to P. W. Oakley, 291 Atchland 
boulevard, a passenger on the train. the acel- 
dent was due chiefly to the driver of the 
sleigh. 

Oakley was in one of the front seats of the 
motor car and witneeged the accident. He 
saw the driver of the sleigh whip the horses 
in an effort to get clear of the tracks, then 
hesitated as he saw the train bearing down 
on him. 


Motorman Checke Train’s Speed. 


G. D. Smith, motorman of the. car, saw 
the sleigh at the same time Oakley did and 
made an effort to stop before striking it. 
He succeeded in checking the speed of the 
train and when it struck the sleigh it was 
moving slowly.

STEAMSHIP RATE WAR ENDS; 
STEERAGE PRICE TO SOAR. 


Gonference in London Arrives at Un- 
derstanding After Trouble for 
Nearly a Year. 


LONDON, Feb. 6.—The conference of rep- 
resentatives of the Atlantic steamship lines 
engaged in passenger traffic has arrived at 
an understanding. In shipping cireles it is 
believed the agreement includes an arrange- 
ment to stop cutting rates, another to main- 
tain rates of all classes, and possibly pool- 
ing of steerage business, as is done by the 
German lines. 

Steerage business has been the chief cause 
of trouble between the companies repre- 
gented at the conference. There also was 
trouble regarding differentials on saloon 
rates, but it is understood this was settled 
at an early meeting. 

The rate war has been going on nearly a 
Fear. Trouble became acute when the Cu- 
dard line maintained what were called un- 
justly low steerage rates on the Lusitania 
and the Mauretania, it being argued that 
these fast vessels should charge more than 
slower ships. When this was not done the 
International Mercantile Marine company 


announced a cut, which was met by the Cu- 


hard company. Then rate slashing began, 
and the price of a steerage ticket fell to 
$16.75. Lines running to Canadian ports 
met the cuts made by the Cunard and White 
Star Une. An understanding will result in 
rate approaching the old standard of $81.

MINISTER DEFENDS “CUFFING” 
AS PRACTICED AT PONTIAC. 


The Rev. A. M. White Says Asylum In- 
vestigation Is for Political Purposes 
in the Hope of “Downing Deneen.” 


A defense of “the solitary,” which was 
brought into such prominence through the 
violent death of William Hamlin at the 
Pontiac reformatory some weeks ago, was 
mache last evening by the Rev. A. M. White 
in an address at the Grace Methodist church, 
La Salle avenue and Locust street. 

Mr. White, who formerly was chaplain at 
the penitentiary at Joliet, declared that no 
prisoner ever was placed in the solitary ex- 
cept in just punishment for breaking some 
of the rules of the institution. In a series 
of stereopticon illustrations of his address 
he produced a picture of a prisoner standing 
with his hands chained to the bars of his cell, 
just as the Hamlin boy stood on the night 
that he sustained the fatal injuries which 
now are under investigation. 

„ have known of at least one case where 
a prisonet was kept in the solitary thus for 
thirty days,“ said Mr. White. “He was 
taken down for meals, which consisted of 
bread and a quart of water a day, and per- 
mitted to sleep upon a board in his cell. At 
other times he remained chained up with his 
eyes turned to a blank board door. 

„However, such prisoners are visited twice 
a day by a physician, and at any time that 
it appears that their punishment is too severe 
the physician may order their removal from 
the solitary. They also are removed at any 
time that they express sorrow for their con- 
duct or agree to do better in future.“

Republican National Committee- 
men to Meet Here Soon. 


AWAIT WORD FROM CANNON. 


Speaker’s List of Proposed Delegates 
likely to Be Changed. 


Chairman Harry New, Secretar} Elmer 
Dover, and the subcommittee of the repub- 
lican national committee in charge offar- 
rangements for the national convention will 
meet in Chicago Feb. 14 15, and 16 to pre- 
pare for the national gathering. 

Headquarters probably will be opened then 
at the Auditori@m Annex, although it is 
likely that the preparations will not require 
the continuous attendance of any members 
of the national committee thus far in ad- 
vance of the convention. 

Mr. New and the other national committee- 
men will meet with Fred Upham, Samuel 
Raymond, and other members of the local 
committee on arrangements and make final 
plans for the reseating of the Coliseum to 
give it the desired capacity. 

As soon as Speaker Joseph G. Cannon says 
when and how he wants the IJNnois delegates 
to the convention chosen, State Chairman 
Roy O. West will call a meeting of the re- 
publican state committee to arrange for the 
state convention. 

Cannon’s List May Be Changed. 

Originally it was the intention of the na- 
tional speaker to recognize the services of 
the Illinois congressmen in his behalf by 
giving all the republican members of the 
national house from Illinois places on the 
state delegation. 

This plan was not received well and Con- 
gressmnan William B. McKinley of Cham- 
paign, Mre Cannon's campaign manager, 
has taken the initiative in showing the con- 
gressmen that they should not expect it. He 
has announced that he does not wish to be 
elected as a national delegate and it is ex- 
pected that the other Illinois republican can- 
didates will follow his lead. 

In many districts the men interested in 
republican politics believe a congressman 
gets plenty when he gets his nomination and 
that there should be such a thing as an even 
distribution of “ honors.’’ So Mr. Cannon's 
original Met of delegates is likely to be 
amended considerably. 


Yates to Give Answer Monday. 


Richard Yates is expected to give his an- 
swer Monday on the question of his can- 
didacy for governor. Foliticians still think 
he will become a candidate, although dis- 
appointed by the refusal of Mayor Busse 
to make a fight in his behalf against Gov.

Gustav Walstedt, 244 Fifty-fifth Street, 
Found Dead by Wife on the Floor by 
9 Year Old Daughter's Side. 


Temporarily crazed by an attack of grip. 
Justav Walstedt, 244 Fifty-fifth etreet, shot 
his 9 year old daughter, Helen, between the 
eyes and then killed himself, yesterday 
morning.

year spent §60,000 cleaning downtown 
streets. 4 


Aid for Health Department. 


Commissioner of Health Evans believes 
the health of the city will’ be greatly im- 
proved and the death rate will reduced 
materially as a result of the committee's 
decision to give him fifteen or more addli- 
tional sanitary inspectors. These inspectors 
will pay particular attention to crowd- 
ed tenement houses and their work is 
expected to give an impetus to the 
construction of model tenements, especially 
in the Ghetto, in the Italian quarters, and 
in certain portions of the First ward. 

It wae decided to allow the police depart- 
ment an appropriation sufficient to pay for 
two new inspectors. One of these will be 
downtown with a “ working, mounted cap- 
tain” under him.

OPEN NEW SEWER SYSTEM 
WITH A DYNAMITE BLAST. 


Lawrence Avenue Tunnel, Under Con- 
struction for Ten Years, Is Com- 
pleted by Engineer R. A. Bonnell. 


A clay bulkhead eight feet thick was blown 
from the mouth of the new intercepting Law- 
rence avenue tunnel yesterday, and a sewer 
system it had taken exactly ten years to 
build was in operation. 

The bulkhead, which, wasi at the, point 
where the new sewer empties into the north 
branch of the river, was blown up with a 
heavy charge of dynamite. When the tunnel 
under the lake off Lawrence avenue is com- 
pleted, which will be about Aug. 1, the whole 
system will be finished. This lake tunnel is 
intended to provide clean water to flush the 
sewer. 

The Lawrence avenue intercepting sewer 
relieves the lake of all the north side sewage. 
It intercepts all the big mains of the north 
side and deflects the flow of sewage to the 
river. It empties into the north branch at 
Lawrence and Kedzie avenues. The work of 
blowing out the bulkhead was in the imme- 
diate charge of Engineer R. A. Bonnell. 


Wire Scares Man to Death.

It may be thet other countries will in- 
crease their expenditures for naval pur- 
poses.

That would not justify 
the United States in engaging in naval 
construction on a grand ecale at this time. 
It is not necessary to Mitate foreign na- 
tions in their extravagances. 

The chairman of the appropriations 
committee has said that the estimates for 
the “military side of the government 
call for $427,000,000, or more than 50 per 
cent of the estimated revenues. That is 
an interesting statement in view of the 
fact that these are peace times and this 
a peaceful nation. The “ peace side” of 
the government ought to have the spend- 
ing of more than half of the appropria-: 
tions except in war times. | 

LIMITING COLLEGE ATHLETICS. 

The demand for saner relationships in 
intercolleglate athletics found forcible ex- 
pression in the middle west about three 
years ago. As a result the “champion- 
ship” idea was. eliminated. Contests 
among the larger institutions of the re- 
gion were suspended by common agree 
ment. Strict legislation was adopted to 
correct certain noteworthy evils. Fresh- 
men were not allowed to compete. The 
number of football games in a season was 
reduced. Faculty members who had re- 
mained silent while the athletic craze was 
at its height asserted themselves in bold 
declarations that the primary purpose of 
the college was being forgotten in the 
eager rush for athletic honors. As a re- 
sult of all this the atmosphere was much 
cleared and a much better intercollegiate 
feeling was established. 

The eastern colleges have been slower 
in meeting the situation. The agents of 
some of them have been busy inducing 
western high school athletes to go east. 
The majority of students attend the col- 
leges near their homes. The minority 
have always gone away, perhaps to the 
old institution of father, brother, or close 
friends. But the athletic craze in the 
east has led to some unnatural college 
alliances of western boys, difficult to ex- 
plain except on the basis of the “ induce- 
ments which played such a part in the 
western cleanup a few years ago. 

It now appears as if the eastern insti- 
tutions were to act effectively. The re- 
ported refusal of the Dartmouth faculty 
to allow its football team to make a trip 
to Ann Arbor for a game with Michigan 
is an indication of the changing sentiment, 
It requires no diagram to convince any 
one that rivalry can play no part in such 
a game. Under no circumstances can 
Dartmouth and Michigan be counted rival 
institutions. The gate money is the only 
feature of any interest. The attitude of 
President Eliot of Harvard in reference 
to intercollegiate athletics is well known. 
He has not failed to note the evils which 
attend the situation and has raised his 
yoice against them on several occasions. 

The trustees of Williams have just 
taken a position which is bound to arouse 
discussion in other eastern @dllege circles. 
They have voted that, after Jan. 1, 1909, 
students of the college shail not engage 
in any athletic contest with those of an- 
other institution more than 200 miles from 
Williamstown, nor shall there be more 
than two contests a year in any one sport 
with any other institution except in case 
of a tie. In support of this decision they 
show that in the last eight years 456 in- 
tercollegiate contests have been waged by 
Williams’ students. That makes a yearly 
average of fifty-seven, or more than one a 
week for the entire period. The average 
annual number of contestants was twenty: 
three, of whom fourteen wore the “ W.” 
It whl be recalled thst the western m- 
vestigation laid emphasis upon the small 
number of actual participants in athletics 
‘compared with the total enrollment of 
students. 

The Williams report declares that the 
college was established to make men of 
intellectual power and integrity of char- 
acter. The trustees cannot remain quiet 
and see the primary aim of the institution 
committed to their care made subordinate 
to any other influence. The restriction of 
the zone of contest and the limitation of 
the number of games is the result. That 
this position will be followed by action 
of other colleges seems certain. It is a 
distinct step in the right direction. 


SUICIDE FREAKS, . 

Tue TRIBUNE has commented recently 
wpon the increasing number of suicides in 
this country and wpon, certain aspects of 
self murder as related to other crimes. No 
suggestion, however, has yet been made 
from any source of any way to decrease 
this number. The pulpit has inveighed 
against it, but the pulpit seems to be 
powerless. In some states the courts have 
administered severe penalties in cases 
where suicide has been attempted, but it 
does not reduce the number. The Salva- 
tion army has been making an earnest 
effort to restrain suicides, but thus far 
with little effect. It seems to be a hope- 
less undertaking. 

One of the most hopeless features of 
the situation is the absurd causes which 
induce persons to “ jump the life to come ” 
aud the rapid spread of the crime among 
children. A few instances of suicide, all 
within the last five weeks, will illustrate 
this: Jan. 9 Alberta Mitchell, a St. Louis 
girl of 14, poisoned herself because her 
mother had spanked her. On the same 
day Joseph H. Sheppard of Millville, N. 
J., shot himself because his wife had pre- 
sented him with the seventh child. Jan. 
15 John S. Peters, a juryman of Beatrice, 
Neb., shot himself because he had helped 
to find a man guilty of murder; Jesse 
Riddle of Galena, Kas., 1d years of age, 
poisoned himself because he saw his 16 
year old sweetheart dancing with another 
boy, and Walter Condron, a 15 year old 
boy of Punxsutawney, Pa., hanged him- 
self because his uncle would not lend him 
a horse to take his girl to a prayer meet- 
ing. On the next dey A. M. Chamber- 
lain of Bradford, Pa., shot himself be- 
cause when he returned home from work 
he found that his wife had gone to a 
skating rink and failed to get his dinner. 
Jan. 17 Bessie Conroy of Anaconda. 
Mont., 14 years of age, poisoned herself 
because her mother reproved her for some 
trifling offense. Jan. 20 Seth Schuyler, a 
Brooklyn (N. I.) schoolboy, hanged him- 
self because he lost in a public debate 
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on capital punishment. Jan. 26 Bernice !

The Galitzines are descended from Guedi- 
minus, grand prince of Lithuania, who flour- 
ished in the fourteenth century, and who was 
the founder of the Jagel 


—that is to say, a gauntiet—which the imme- 
diate ancestor of the family—namely: Mi- 

Boulgakoff—was accustomed to al- 
Ways wear on his right hand, never being 
seen without it. Prince Basil Galitzine was 
one of the four candidates for the throne of 
Russia in 1610, but gave way, like the Trou~ 
betskois of his day, in favor of Michael Ro- 
manoff, from whom the present czar is de- 
scended. 

Whole columns would be needed to enumer- 
ate the names of the statesmen, great gen- 
erals, and able administrators whom the 
house of Galitzine has given to Russia. It ls 
to Wasili Galitzine that Russia really owes 
the conquest of the Crimea, to Michael Galit- 
sine the acquisition of A and to De- 
metrius Galitzine the jon of Liviland, 

— 


Another Demetrius Galitzine was the int! 
mate friend and patron in Russia of Vol- 
taire. Prince Sergius Galitzine devoted the 
greater part of his immense fortune to the 
intellectual development of his fellow coun- 
trymen and to the endowment of all sorts of 
educational and solentific institutions. One 
Prince Galitzine died as ambassador at VI- 
enna and lies buried on a hill which was in 
his days just at the gates of the Austrian 
capital and is known to this day as Galitzin- 
berg. Then there was that Prince Galitzine 
who behaved so splendidly as governor gen- 
eral of Moscow during the great cholera epl- 
demic, giving up his entire salary and allow- 
ances to the relief of the stricken and spend- 
ing his days in visiting the various hospitals. 

Finally there was that Prince John Galit- 
zine who was grand master of the household 
of the now widowed empress, her favorite 
dancer, her constant attendant, and the close 
friend an@ mentor of the present czar. He 
was with the latter in England throughout 
Nicholas’ courtship of Princess Alix of 
Hesse, and there are few men who enjoy a 
greater reputation for brilliancy and wit in 
London and in Paris, as in St. Petersburg, 
than this John Galitzine. 

His sister, Countess Oblokoff, was shot 
dead some years ago by her husband, the 
general of that name, while she was walking 
along the Nevsky Prospect at St. Petersburg 
with a former aid de camp of the general's 
at a moment when the promenade was 
thronged with all the rank and fashion of the 
capital. The general, besides killing his 
wife, mortally wounded the young officer. 

Alexander III., during whose reign this 
tragedy occurred, held the general had been

Here in the United States the name af Ga- 
litgzine is chiefly known in connection with 
thé career of Prince Alexander Galitzine, 
who played a certain röle in New York soci- 
ety, to which he was introduced through the 
late Mrs. Paran Stevens, to whom he had 
brought letters of introduction. He was one 
of the suitors for the hand of Miss Anna 
Gould and went about a good deal with 
Prince Hatsfeldt, the son-in-law of Mrs. 
Collis P. Huntington. 

Eventually he came to grief financially 
here and lent himself to a sale at which the 
articles disposed of purported to be his an- 
cestral heirlooms ’’ and masterpieces from 
the famous Galitzine collection,“ but which 
turned out to be merely an ordinary auction 
sale of the refuse of New York bric-&-brac 
shops and te.which he had given his name 
in consideration of a sum of $300, of which 
$100 was payable on the signature of the con- 
tract. 

The exposure of this precious scheme to 
which the prinoe had lent himself was made 
by Robert Fullerton and other reputable 
bric-@-brac dealers in New York, who had 
been approached by him in the matter and 
had refused to entertain his scheme, and to 
make matters worse he was served at the 
same time with papers in behalf of Paris 
jewelers from whom he had obtained some 
$50,000 worth of gema, bringing them to this 
country, where they were either pawned or 
otherwise disposed of. After this he disap- 
peared from the scene, and when next heard 
of was connected with the Salvation army in 
New York and other American cities, which, 
however, was, in spite of its forbearance, 
obliged to dispense with his services and to 
ship him out of the United States. 

To offset the career of this Prince Galitzine 
in America I may mention that there has 
been another one over here who as a priest 
of the Roman Catholic church did a wonder- 
ful amount of good work of a missionary and 
charitable character among the poorest 
classes of foreigners around Pittsburg and in 
the mining districts of Pennsylvania, where 
his name is held to this day in great honor 
and even veneration.

“Mme. Esperance, who, owing to differ - 
ences with her mother and relatives, is re- 
duced for want of money to doing ballad turns 
at the Belfast hippodrome, is the Hon. Norah 
Johnston, wife of the Rev. Charles J. John- 
ston, eldest sister and heiress to the vis- 
county of her brother, Lord Massereene and 
Ferrard, whose marriage contracted some 
five years ago has remained without issue. 
Her mother, the widowed Viscountess Mas- 
sereene, is a daughter of the famous sports- 
man and novelist, Maj. Whyte Melville. 

The viscounty of Massereene is, I believe, 
the only one in the Irish peerage that de- 
scends to the heirs general—that is to say, in 
the female as well as in the male line, in- 
stead of exclusively in the latter. It was 
conferred on Sir Charles Cloteworthy for the 
part which he played in promoting the resto- 
ration of King Charles II., and the patent 
was granted with remainder to his son-in- 
law, Sir John Skeffington, who succeeded him 
as second viscount and who was himself de- 
scended from the Sir William Skeffington of 
the reign of King Henry VIII. 

On the death of the seventh Lord Masse- 
reene of the Skeffington line without male 
issue the title passed to his daughter, mar- 
ried to Viscount Ferrard, and Lord Oriel, 
only son of John Foster, last speaker of the 
Irtsh house of commons. Lord Massereene 
sits in the house of lords not as Viscount 
Massereene or as Viscount Ferrard but as 
Lord Oriel, which alone of his honors is a 
peerage of the united kingdom, and among 
his interesting and most cherished treasures 
at Antrim castle, near Antrim, which is his 
principal country seat, are the speaker's 
chair and the mace of the last Irish parlia- 
ment at Dublin, both of which his ancestor, 
John Foster, appropriated when called upon 
to pronounce the doom of the Irish house of 
commons after the passage of the union bill, 
of which he was one of the most determined 
and bitter opponents. 

By the terme of his will the mace is held in 
trust by his heirs untli the body that in- 
trusted it to my keeping—namely: the Irish 
parliament—should demand it again.“ which, 
of course, will not be before home rule is se- 
cured for Ireland. This does not prevent the 
present Lord Massereene from being one of 
the stanchest opponents of home rule, not- 
withstanding the fact that he is the great- 
grandson of John Foster, famed throughout 
Ireland as the incorruptibie.”

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CALLS MANILA EDER OF EAST 


Perey G. McDonnell Tells of Im- 
eprovements in Philippines. 


MODEL OF THE ORIENT. 


Other Countries Copy Systems That 
Have Been Established. 


Manila, winter resort, ideal residence city 
for American citizens and their families al- 
most the year around, the cleanest and most 
sanitary city in the orient, are some of the 
boasts for the capital of the Philippine is- 
lands made by Percy G. McDonnell, a mem- 
ber of the Manila municipal board, who is 
visiting in Chicago. 

“With our $2,000,000 sewer system near 
ing completion, a $1,750,000 up to date water 
system about ready for service, great har- 
bor works and new wharves, good lighting, 
and modern street car system, first class 
streets, and excellent schools, Manila has 
forged to the front as the model city of the 
orient,”’ said Mr. McDonnell. “ Its sanitary 
record in the last few years proves con- 
clusively that it 1s possible for Americans 
to live in the tropics, and to live healthfully. 

„ Manila, which used to be regarded as 
a plague spot, has had not more than a Half 
dozen cases of bubonic plague or cholera n 
the last year, where both diseases used to 
flourish the greater portion of the time in 
the past. To such a degree of excellence 
have we attained in our sanitary regulations 
that representatives of Singapore, Shanghai, 
and Hongkong have recently visited Mani- 
la for the purpose of observing our methods, 
and also our police and fire organization that 
they might be introduced at home.” 


Studies American Cities. 

Mr. McDonnell is in the United States on 
a visit after several years absence in the 
Philippines, but is combining business with 
pleasure by visiting the principal American 
cities and observng their methods of han- 
dling municipal questions that Manila may 
have the advantage of others’ experience at 
the proper time. 

The city government of Manila is modeled 
something after that of the District of Co- 
lumbia. There is a municipal board of five 
members, three of whom are appointed by 
the governor general with the consent of the 
Philippine commission, the other two are 
ex-officio. members, one of them being the 
city engineer and the other a Filipino named 
by the advisory council, an organization of 
thirteen Filipinos, representing the thirteen 
districts of the city. 

This advisory council amounts to a school 
im government for the Filipinos,” explained 
Mr. McDonnell. ‘‘ Many of the Filipinos are 
natural politicians, and it is from this ele- 
ment that the greatest cry for independence 
arises. The conservative business element 
realizes that the presence of the United 
States government alone insures them peace 
and prosperity at home, and they are con- 
tent to let the future take care of itself, to 
let the government, in which they have a 
largé voice, work out the question of sub- 
stantial development for the islands. 


Ladrone Bands Are Gone. 

* Peace exists throughout the archipelago, 
The ladrone bands have practically -been 
wiped out, and it is possible to carry on trade 
or occupation in any part of the islands. Of 
course, there are robberies occasionally, par- 
ticularly in Samar and Leyte, but these out- 
breaks are being reduced to a minimum, and 
are not unknown in more advanced coun- 
tries. 

“The conditions in the Philippine islands 
have vastly improved for Americans or oth- 
ers with capital seeking to engage in busi- 
nese there. Under the direction and with 
the able assistance of W. Cameron Forbes 
of Roston, secretary of commerce and police, 
a system of approximately 1.000 miles of 
railroad ts under construction, and new and 
attractive fields are dally opened for the 
American investor and business man. 

“The worst thing we have had to con- 
tend with is this persistent war scare. Ru- 
mors of coming hostilities between the 
United States and Japan have really a seri- 
ous effect upon the business of the Philip- 
pines—a much more serious effect than would 
be imagined. It interrupts business and 
plays havoc generally with the development 
of the islands and discourages investors. 


Praises the Judiciary. 

“The judiciary, in which the Filipinos are 
in the majority, is one of the greatest 
achievements of our administration, and it 
fe the more remarkable when one remem- 
bers that this is a government erected within 
half a generation. Much of this is due to 
the organizing power of Secretary Taft, and 


also of Henry C. Ide, secretary of finance and 


justice, and former governor general.” 

Mr. McDonnell will return to Manila in 
June. He left there with Secretary Taft, 
crossing Russia with the cabinet officer. 
Mr. McDonnell was for years the Manila 
correspondent and a war correspondent for 
the New York Sun, serving that paper 
throughout the Filipino insurrection and 
also during the Russo-Japanese war. His 
home is in San Francisco.

“WHAT IS ASAUSAGE?” SOLVED 
BY FEDERAL FOOD EXPERTS. 


After Four Days’ Conference Joint Com- 
mittee Says “It” Is Comminuted 
Meat from “Cattle or Swine.” 


“What ie a sausage?” was determined by 
United States food experts after a day’s 
conference in the Auditorium Annex, and 
the joint committee on food standards fin- 
ished its work yesterday. 

After defining a sausage, according to the 
government's standard, the commission 
further holds: 

“It (the sausage) contains no larger 
amount of water than the meats from which 
it is prepared, and if it bears a name descrip- 
tive of composition or origin, it corresponds 
to such descriptive name. All animal tissues 
used as containers, such as casings, stom- 
achs, etc., are clean and sound.” 

Blood sausage’ is distinguished by the 
fresh blood from neat cattle or swine. * 

Canned, corned, or cured and potted meats 
are declared to be comminuted meat from 
neat cattle or swine, cooked, cured, smoked, 
or pickled. 

Mince meat is declared to be “a mixture 
of not less than 10 per cent of cooked, com- 
minuted meat. chopped suet, apple and other 
fruit, with salt, epices, suger, sirup or mo- 
lasses, vinegar, fresh concentrated or fer- 
mented fruit juices, and spirituous liquors.”

- First Plan Held Invalid. 
When the senate came to grapple with this 
problem it was at first proposed to prohibit 
any railroad engaged in interstate commerce 
from owning or operating any mine or other 
industrial enterprise along its ownline. Sen- 
ators Bikins, Olay, MeCumber, and others 
offered amendments to the rate law prohibit- 
ing any common carrier engaging in the pro- 
duction or selling of coal or any other com- 
modities in competition with any shipper or 
oducer om its own line. The lawyors in 
senate attacked this proposition on the 
ground that it was clearly unconstitutional. 
They said the courts would hold that the 
railroad could not be prohibited from own-— 
ing any kind of property and that it would 
de confiscation to force the railroad to sell. 
Tt was finally decided that the law should 
be so worded as to prohibit the common oar- 
rier engaged in interstate commerce from 
transporting ite own commodities. The law 
does hot prohibit ownership, either directly 
or indirectly. The transportation is the 
offense. As a mine is not usually much good 
unless its product can be shipped elsewhere 
the result would naturally be to force the 
railroad companies to go out of all sorts of 
mdustrial enterprises. After May 1 it be- 
comes unlawful for a railroad company to 
own the wheat it carries over its own line 
quite as much as the coal, iron, salt, or other 
commodities in which the transportation 
company may have an interest. 


Prosecution Means Coal Famine. 
Under the new law the railroads are pro- 


hibited from transporting commodities which 
it may own in whole or in part or in which it 


has any interest, direct or indirect. The in- 
‘vestigations carried on by the interstate com- 


merce Commission showed that practically all 


of the tide water railroads were interested in 


mines.

to be thought of. Congress can by a joint 
resolution, approved by the president, ex- 
tend the time so as to give the railroads a 
chance to obey the law. They have had 
plenty of time already, of course, but have 
taken no steps in this direction, because they 
believed that the threat of a coal famine 
would be sufficient to prevent progecution. 


AUDIT SYSTEM TOSSED OUT; 
“GOLD BRICK,” SAYS LANDIS. 


Government to Keep All Good Features ° 
of Cost Ascertaining Method in Pub- 
lic Printing Office. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 6—Concurring in 
the recommendation of Acting Public 
Printer Rossiter, the president today can- 
esled the contract of the government with 
the Audit System and ordered its ejection 
from the government printing office at the 
end of ix days. The Audit System is the 
name of the cost ascertaining method in- 
stalled a year ago by Public Printer Still- 
ings 


Under tts operation the government has 
paid $120,000 to calculate the cost of govern- 
mem printing and binding. Representative 
Landis of Indiana, chairman of the joint 
committee investigating the printing office, 
says the system “ is a gold brick thinly plated 
with the genuine stuff.” 

“We have paid for this brick,” said Mr. 
Landis, and before we throw it out we 
are going to extract and retain the modicum 
of value with which it is gilded. I mean 
that you can’t run the government print- 
ing office with all ‘its departments and its 
4,500 employees without using some method 
of cost ascertainment. So if there are any 
good features in the system we are going to 
keep them.”’ 


ROOSEVELT PRAISES PROJECT. 


Expresses Sympathy with Plan to 
Erect Monument to Confederate 
Dead at Arlington. 


Washington, D. O., Feb. 6-—In expressing 
regret at being unable to attend a lecture on 
“ Castles In the Air,“ to be delivered here 
by Senator Taylor of Tennessee for the 
benefit of the monument to be erected to 
the confederate dead at Arlington, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today heartily indorsed the 
movement for the monument. 

Hie approval was expressed to a commit- 
tee headed by former Secretary of the Navy 
Hilary A. Herbert and former Senator 
Faulkner of West Virginia, representing the 
Arlington Confederate Monument aseocia- 
tion. 

The president in his letter referred to his 
southern relatives who fought for the con- 
federacy. He also pressed deep interest 
and reverence for the tributes erected to 
the heroes at Vieksburg, expressing his a m- 
pathy for the success of the endeavor.

Visit the Insane Asylum. 

The committee made a personal investiga- 
tion at the insane asylum They found the 
institution overcrowded and also uncovered 
some track of hasty improvements of con- 
ditions.

The invegti- 
gators looked for exposed radiators and hot 
water pipes and found a few instances where 
radiators were not covered. 

The institution record shows a large num- 
ber of accidents, but in view of the large 
number of epileptic patients this fact is 
not significant until the accident record has 
been more minutely examined. One patient 
only wes found under restraint in the vio- 
lent ward, but another patient required the 
constant attention of a guard, 

In the woman’s ward was found a patient 
with both feet burned. She been 
brought to the hospital from Bloomington 
on Tuesday. Dr. Crouch, the staff physician 
stated that the woman reached the — 
in the condition a found. She could give 
no intelligent account of how she was burned, 
but those who brought her said she had lost 
sensation in her feet and had burned them 
while holding them against a steam radia- 
tor in a private hospital from which she 
oame. 

Examine an Undertaker. 

There have been cases at the hoepital 
where patients have fallen against radiators 
and been severely burned, but not recently, 
An epileptic in one cage fell against a steam 
radiator and was not discovered for some 
time. When picked. up his fiesh had been 
burned so that there was a deep line across 
the side of the head, exposing the skull. 

One of the witnesses examined was Miss 
Layman, a cook in the woman's annex. She 
was questioned closely concerning the ma- 
terials used in preparing food for the pa- 
tients, it having been alleged that too great 
quantities of alum were used in baking the 
bread at the institution. 

The committee also called as a witness 
Undertaker Coard, who has had charge of 
some of the embalming at the asylum. He 
was questioned as to the condition of the 
bodies as he found them. It is understood 
that he gave some sensationad testimony, but 
nothing he said was allowed to become pub-

EXPOSURE KILLS INSANE: MAN. 


Former Minister, Escaping Nebraska 
Asylum Guards, Throws Himself 
Into Creek, Causing Death. 


Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 6.—Dr. Carl Hulthorst, 
a former minister of the Presbyterian faith, 
who was expelled from the church on the 
ground that he preached heresies, died this 
evening at the state hospital for the insane as 
a result of exposure and injuries sustained 
some hours earlier when he attempted to 
drown himself in a creek near the asylum. 

Dr. Hullhorst, who voluntarily entered 
the asylum ten days ago, was allowed to take 
walks over the country surrounding the in- 
stitution. Today, accompanied by an at- 
tendant and one or two other patients, he 
started for a stroll. 

They went near the creek, and Dr. Hun- 
horst, before he could be restrained, plunged 
into the stream. The water was only three 
feet deep, and those accompanying him 
dragged him out, but he broke away and 
again threw himself into the water. 

This was repeated two or three fimes until 
he was exhausted, when he was carried to the 
hospital, but he died four hours after.

Trading Light, with Price 
Changes of No Consequence. 


Money Rules Easy and Banks Find It 
Difficult to Make Loans. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—[Special.)—Business | 


on the stock exchange today fell away again 
to a volume which approximates midsummer 
trading, and price changes were as a rule of 
little consequence. The financial community 
seems disposed at last to pay serious atten- 
tion to the attacks which are being made 
upon it from all quarters. 

It has come to a sober recognition of the 
fact that if it is to form the chief topic of dis- 
cussion by political speakers of both parties 
throughout the presidential campaign the 
outlook is extremely unpleasant. 

In addition to this each day brings forth a 
batch of proposed legislation, either in con- 
gress or state lawmaking bodies, designed to 
hamper or abolish entirely the dealings in 
futures. The most prominent measure of 
this kind so far has been aimed directly at 
produce exchanges and the cotton markets. 


Wall Street Worst. 

After President Roosevelt's fulmination 
against the stock exchange last week Wall 
street is prepared for the worst, and mean- 
time it doesn’t enjoy the prospects. These 
are, of course, the perplexities as regards the 
future, but the immediate situation is looked 
upon as bad enough in itself, finding adequate 
reflection in the unfavorable railroad earn- 
ings statements which continue to pour in. 

The technical posi of the stock market 
is such, however, that All these matters so 
far have had little influence upon prices, al- 
though they have been responsible for the 
increasing dullness. There is obviously a 
large short interest, and by skillful bidding 
up of stocks here and there this speculative 
element is easily persuaded to cover its posi- 
tion and thus to give to the market an ap- 
pearance of strength. It was trading of this 
sort which made up all of today's business, 
and it probably will be trading of the same 
kind which will make up markets for some 
time to come, 

Bank of England Rate Same. 

As had been expected, the directors of the 
Bank of England left that institution's dis- 
count rate unchanged at their meeting to- 
day. A decrease of $4,750,000 in gold and 
an enlargement of loans brought down the 
proportion of reserves to liabilities to 54.41 
per cent as compared with 56.68 per cent 
last week, but the percentage is still high 
for the season and the bank is plainly taking 
advantage of this fact to repay advances 
by the Bank of France. 

A hardening of discounts in London led 
to slight upturn in foreign exchange rates 
here, but the market is still some distance 
from the gold export point. Money ruled 
easy again and the banks found it even 
more difficult to put out funds. Trust com- 
panies are withdrawing from the call money 
market owing to the fact that the 2 per 
cent rate obtaining there can be obtained 
by them on deposits with the banks and the 
making of such deposits probably will push 
up this item in the coming bank statement. 
Another call for the return of treasury de- 
posits is looked for, but the money market

Sanitary District Puts $1,917,500 4 
Per Cent Bonds on Market. 


One of the notable reports of the year 
covering shrinkage in business was that 
submitted to the shareholders of the Western 
Electric company at their annual meeting 
yesterday. With a gross business of $52.- 
724,168 no profits were made and éividends 
to the amount of $1,200,000 (8% on the capi- 
tal), were paid out of surplus. The report 
to the shareholders was made by Secretary 
H. A. Halligan and follows: 

“The company’s sales for fiscal year end- 
ed Nov. 30, 1907 were $52,724,168, as coin- 
pared with $69,245,832 for the previous year, 
a decrease of 28.9 per cent. 

“This reduction in the volume of business 
was due chiefly to the decrease In the sales 
to the Bell Telephone companies, who made 
large expenditures for new construction in 
1906. A single statement will Mustrate the 
great decline in this business. The sales to 
the telephone companies for the last six 
months of 1907 were about . the 
sales for the same period of 

“The reduction 3 volume of this Dust- 
ness has left us with large stocks of mer 
chandise and a large amount of idle plant. 
The merchandise inventories have deen 
taken according to the same policy which has 
been followed for many years and the work 
ef taking the inventory has been carried 
on by employees who have done this work 
for a number of years. 

“The inventory valuations of the mer- 
ehandise represent conservative and fair val- 
nes for the merchandise on hand at the end 
5 opt the year (Nov. 30, 1907) and they do not 
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material during the coming year. 
Dividends Out of Surplus. 

“Our other business in this country and 
our foreign business was of a greater volume 
and made about the same rate of profit as in 
previous years. Taking the business of the 
company for the year as a whole, no profits 

have been earned and the dividends to the 
amount of $1,200,000 have paid from the 
surplus. This result is due to the combina- 
tion of general conditions, chief among which 
are the increased proportion of expense to 
pales, due to the sudden falling off of sales, 
the reduction in the price of merchandise 

stocks due to overstocks, and falling off in 
prices of labor and material entering into 
these stocks, and to the high rates of interest 
on our large indebtedness of a year ago. 
- “The indebtedness of the company has 
deen reduced during the year by $10,600,000, 
While the cash and receivables are more than 
_  gufficient to pay all liabilities. 

_ “In December, 1907, there were in the com- 
pany’s employ 16,259 people, as compared 
with 26,988 in December, 1006, a decrease of
